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A Barrage of Appeals. 


With the advent of the New Year has come a barrage of 
charitable appeals of more than usual intensity. Jewish 
charities have opened simultaneous fire on the Community 
from a dozen different vantage points, and others are moving 
fresh guns into position, until the crescendo of noise and 
Wailing threatens to become deafening—and the appeals to fall 
almost literally on deaf ears. In most cases The Jerish 
Chronicle is asked to bring up the.editorial artillery in support. 
But no one of the parties is concerned for anything but to 
reach its own target. What is this journal, what are the 
Community, to do, in face of this concerted, or un-conceried, 
bomkardment ? The Board of Guardians issues its annual 
appeal, It has pride of place by virtue of long tradition, 
and importance in the charitable hierarchy. But, to change 
the military metaphor, other movements are pullng at 
the editer‘al coat-tails. There is the Federation of Jewish 
Relief Organisations with its poignant story of East 
European distress. What Jew can be indifferent to its call? 


The Ont-Oze, too, is holding out beseeching hands. Its 
work is vital. What is to. be done? Jews’ College calls in 


urgent and insistent tones. 
fresh subscribers has not: yet achieved the hoped-for, result. 
We cannot neglect Jews’ College, except at our spiritual peril. 
And hard by stand a number of other appellants—the Bays- 
water Jewish Schools begging for £11,000 to complete its 
re-building fund: the Jewish Health Organisation, enticing 
subscriptions in melodious concert notes ; the Home for Aged 
Jews, with its pathetic plea for the most helpless among us ; 
the worthy Bethnal Green Talmud Torah, which is trying to 
raise £500 by a sem'-dubilee function, its finances being “ very 
critical”; the Sabbath Observance Bureau which bespeaks 
publicity for its work, but hasn't the heart or the.courage to 
ask for money; the London Hospital, which rightly calls to 
witness its generosity te the Jewish poor; and, presently, the 
London Jewish Hospital whose appeal . cannot, because, it 
must not, be denied. There is not one of these institutions 
er causes that does not deserve our complete and earnest 


The CurEr RABBI's appeal for 


sympathy. But how can they all be befriended at once? How 
drive what may be a dozen "buses abreast through Temple Bar, 
without creating a disorderly block and jeopardising the safety 


of the journey ? 


Picture the bewilderment of the average member of the 


Community as the competing appeals are shot through his letter- 


box. Imagine the embarrassment of the Minister, importuned 
for a Yom Kippur sermon from half-a-dozen different quarters. 
Is it not obvious that in the issue some of the appellants must 
be turned away? Is it not possible even that all may be 
rejected in a body by a Community confused and in despair, 
and unable to distinguish between the relative value of the 
causes? Indeed, by getting into one another's way and 
scrambling up in a bunch to a beleaguered charity-giver, they 
are offering him what in a different connection might be called a 
Heaven-sent excuse for buttoning up his coat and shouting 
“No,” to them all! The whole system, or lack of it, is in fact 
not only a nuisance to the charitable bat an affront to our 
common-sense, and a menace to the very charities themselves! 

Why, one asks with growing impatience, is it allowed to 
exis? Why have the repeated pleas for the co-ordination of 
our Charities—their work and their appeals—fallen on stony 
soil? And how long is the unseemly scramble for funds, to 
say nothing of the overlapping of effort and the suspected 
waste of reseurces involved in the present profusion of move- 
ments, to proceed unchecked? Several false starts have been 
made in the direction of sanity. There was a Central Council 
of Jewish Charities, whose spiritual home was at New Court. 
This Council met several times, said Mr. LIONEL DE RoTas- 
CHILD three years ago; but he went on to add that he was 
not altogether satisfied with it. So he suggested, in its place, 
a new Central Committee, consisting of representatives of 
Synagogues, and appointed for the purpose of collecting 
funds and allocating them wisely. He had spoken about the 
scheme to Sir ROBERT WALEY COHEN, and Sir ROBERT was 
“ not too unsympathetic "—which was something to go on with. 
The upshot of the speech seems to have been a memorandam 
by the Hon. Officers of the United Synagogue, two years later, 
in which, with the approval of the Executive Committee, the 
scheme was completely turned down, as unlikely to imcrease 
present subscriptions to charity, to say nothing of the 
unwisdom of even attempting such a thing “at a time like the 
present.’ Since then, the whole subject seems banished from 
the thoughts of the United Synagogue and its leaders; and 
even a co-operative purchase scheme for the various institutions 
was dismissed, in 1928, as inexpedient and economically of little 
use. In February of the present year the Board of Deputies was 
asked to refer the question of Charity Organisation to a 
Committee. But the motion for its appointment was voted down 
by.a large majority. To-day the entire problem has dropped 
out of view, and we have nothing to remind us of it save the 
frantic competition of institutions all around, with no one toe 
decide order of prierity and the non-official public unable to 
decide for itself. 

It is not as if co-ordination were an untried method. 
Liberal Synagogue has adopted it, not unsuccessfully. Liverpool 
Jewry has done likewise this year, and the local Board of 
Guardians declares the working of the scheme to bave justified 
fully the most sanguine expectations. Mr. LioneL DE ROTHS- 
CHILD, in the speech already quoted, definitely stated 
that co-ordination of charities in the United States had 
done a great deal of good. Is it really to be supposed

that what is possible for our American brethren is impossible 


for us? We have no sympathy w.th the inertia that seems to 
paralyse initiative so often among us. We would give short shrift 
to vested personal interests in a matter of sach commanding 
importance. And we believe with our Liverpool brethren that 
liberality would not diminish just because it was well directed— 
the signal success of “ Watchman’s” appeal for the Kiddies 
shows, as he says, that the Jewish heart is responsive to the 
calls for charity, and, we would add, would not be chilled 
because the calls are rationalised. We earnestly trust that 
those on whose doorsteps the present batch of appeals is being 
dropped, will not overlook them. Urgent cries cannot be stilled 
because of official lassitude, and there are many that no good 
Jew can ignore. But the time has come‘at long last for action, 


English Jewry must put its house m order, nam 
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Jewry: Week by Week. 


The Atonement message has preserved its influence amid all 
the vicissitudes of an ever-changing world. In these days of avowed 
religious indifference or tacit neglect of Jewish responsibility, the 
Day of Atonement still seems to have the power to draw Isracl 
together in a common brotherhood. It is the more remarkable 
when we remember that the essential characteristic of the Day is 
individual rather than communal. None of the great historical 
associations that cluster round the Festivals are present In an 
observance which strikes the individual arousing him to a sense of 
personal religion. We seem to have travelled far from the original 
idea of the Day as outlined in Leviticus; a ceremony which 
pointed to the High Priest as the central figure in an act of 
congregational atonement has now become the Jew's own day for 
If any answer were necessary to 
the statement that Judaism buries the individual in the communal 
mass the Day of Atonement is the permanent testimony to the real 
efficacy of personal religion. It is man and his Maker more than 
God and Israel. Nor does man require a mediator. Here Judaism 


meditation and introspection. 


asserts its cardinal belief in a personal relationship between man 
and his God. Atonement is an act that postulates man as the 
suppliant and God as the Father. Thus Judaism has remained pure 
and free from any contact with vicarious means of reconciliation. 
Prayer, penitence and charity in themselves are enough to effect the 
return; true penitence, sincere prayer and practical proof will bring 
back the erring soul to the favour of a loving Father. 


Nor is the effect of th» Day restricted to the individual. It 
reacis upon the community. The very act of public confession 
emphasises the interdependence of the individual and the cot- 
munity upon one another. The individual can no more cut himself 
off from his people than the body can dispense with any of its limbs 
and be sound. So we pass from a personal atonement to the atone- 
ment of a whole people reviewing its position and seeking to find 
restoration to Divine favour. The cynic willdecry this great Jewish 
change of heart and see in it but another sop to superstition, playing 
the réle of Satan to Job and attributing the whole paraphernalia of 
the Day of Atonement to a love of a man for his own life, and his 
fear for his skin. Satan, we are told, saw his charge refuted; all 
his theories anent human weakness and human self-secking faded 
away before the power of true religion to retain its trust. So the 
voice of the centuries speaks on the Day of Atonement and proclaims 
the truth that with all our shortcomings as a people and our failings 
as individuals, we Jews hold fast to our belief in God and our faith 
in the Divine ordering of the world. 


Political” Sermons. 

During Rosh Hashanah we have had more than one example 
of the “ Political’ Sermon, and the usual controversy has followed. 
llow far ought the Minister to utilise the Pulpit to éxpress his views 
on the political problems of the hour? One of the Sermons we 
beard seemed to provide a very good objeet lesson of the type 
of Sermon that a Minister is not at liberty to indulge in. We 
were treated to a thunderous denunciation of the 
that particular Minister considered to be the 
Manchurian piece. 


Power that 
villain of the 
Now this was onthe day before the Lytton 
Report was issued. Let us sce what the Report said. “ The 
issues involved in this complex are not as simple as they are 
often represented to be. They are, on the contrary, exceedingly 
complicated, and only an intimate knowledge of all the facts, 
as well as of their historical background, could entitle anyone to 
express & definite opinion upon them.” Indeed, as the Minister 
spoke, one could not help but feel that there was a good deal more 
than what he said to be taken into consideration, and one 
experienced a feeling of deep resentment at the attempt of one 
who has not distinguished himself in the study of foreign 
affairs to pontificate on such a question to a crowded congregation 
of more or less intelligent men and women. It is far from 
our mind to assert that religion has nothing to do with 
politics. But we believe that it is only possible for the theologian 
fo pass judgment on a political issue when the question is capable 
of being resolved in such simple terms that it is possible to apply to 
the issues at stake the tests of fundamental moral concepts. And 
it is rarely, indeed, that a political question is so simple. There is 
usually an inextricable welter of human interests and motives, so 
that a compromise is, in all probability, the happiest solution. In 
such circumstances the wise Minister will hold his tongue—in the 
Pulpit, at least.

But Sir Oswald went on to issue what app" 
to be a warning to Jews not to engage in Communist activities 0° 
“ international financial transactions.” “We attack Jews,” he said, 
“if they are engaged in subversive activities such as the dire: (ion 
of the Communist Party or equally when they are engaged in inic 
national financial transactions such .as those which have rec: 
shaken this country. We never attack Jews because they are Jews. 
Jews who are loyal citizens of Britain and who serve this cou!'y 
rather than its enemies will always have a square deal from us. 


This is a little perplexing. Tho repudiation of anti-Semi\\> 
is clear enough. Indeed, the volume in which Sir Oswald Mo-!ey 
expounds the policy of hig Party contains no reference to the 
Jewish Question, and we may feel sure that he himself is not ove 
of those misguided people who see in the Jews the causes of all the 
present discontents of the world. Moreover, it is satisfactory 
to learn that the Swastika device, with all its anti-Semitic asso: '% 
tions, has not been adopted as the new organisation’s badge, »> 4

him, he would reel, but I think he would move on—to his medita- 
‘ions—for he is, above all, dignified, ia this little world, but not of 
it: a vision from the past, absorbed, dreamy-eyed, in the past, think. 
ing, maybe. of the days of yore and the philosophy of the Jewish 
sages. The hectic comings and goings of those around him must be, 
in his eyes, only the infinitely little. Not a trace of anger or 
any other emotion ever passes across his set and placid 
features—not even when, coming from the Synagogue on 
Sabbaths, he passes the open doors of Jewish shops or the 


Jewish stall-holders noisily crying their wares. These people 
are just flotsam and jetsam bn the ever flowing stream 
of Jewish life, of which God takes cognisance, and with 


which He will deal in His own good time and way. Not for my 
Jew to feel intolerance. or even to wince, let alone exhibit any 
signs of superior piety.

Anxiety of another kind surrounds many of our 
co-religionists abroad, owing to the fanaticism of anti-Semites ; is if 
permissible to suggest that a generous contribution to the funds of 
the Board is no unfitting thank-offering for our own happier lot? 

The work of the Board is as varied as the needs of humanity— 
young and old, men and women, the sick and the destitute, we care 
for them all; and I would appeal to your readers in this year of 
financial stringency deliberately to forgo for themselves some

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NOTES ON THE SIDRA. 


Sabbath SIN", Deuteronomy xxxii. 


Verse 15. “Jeshurun.” As a designation for Israel, this name 
is found again only in xxxiii., 5, 26 and Isaiah xliv., 2. It doubtless 
signifies “the upright,” and alludes to the ideal Israel, “ the kingdom 
of priests and holy nation.” As the consequence of presperitys the 
Community fell from the high standard which it should have held. 
The fear that wealth would breed forgetfulness of duty to God w as 
prominent in the mind of Moses, and is very forcibly expressed in 
chapter viii.: “ Beware lest thou forget the Lord thy God, in not 
keeping His commandments, lest when thou hast eaten and art full, 
thine heart be lifted up and thou forget ihe Lord thy God, Who 
brought thee forth out of the land of Egypt, and thou say in thine 


heart: My power and the might of mine hand hath gotten me this, 


wealth” (werses 11-17). 

“ Waxed fat.” The metaphor of the overfed_ox which kicks out 
viciously occurs elsewhere in the Bible. A prophet denounces Eli 
and his household in these teriis: “ Wherefore kick ye at My 
sacrifice and at Mine offering, which I have commanded in My 
habitation, and honovrest thy sons above Me, to make yourselves 
fat with the chiefest of all the offerings of Isracl My’ people?” 
I. Samuel ii. 29). It is also used in the Talmud: ~ The matter may 
he likened to a man who had a lean cow but of large build, He fed 
it on horse-beans and it kicked him ” (Berachoth 82a). 

“Thou didst become gross.” This translation follows the sug- 
sestion of Ibn Ezra and others that MWS (which is only found here) 
is another form of "OS “to cover,’ and they quote Job xv., 27, “he 
hath eovered his face with fatness.’ But in this verse there is 
nothing to correspond to “ with fatness.” It is preferable, therefore, 
io differentiate MOS (Arabic khasa) and MW, identifying the latter 
with the Arabic root Kkashiya “to be gorged with food.” .This 
makes the third verb a strong climax to the other two, and renders 
the proposed emendation of Graetz, viz., WY “thou hast become 
sleek" (see Jerem. v. 28), quite unnecessary. 

“ Ile forsook God.” The sudden change from the second to the 
third person is characteristic of this chapter. Other instances can 
he seen in verses 14 and 18, 

“Contemned.” This rendering neither expresses the foree of 
the Hebrew nor brings out the intention of the speaker. The Piel 
conjugation Is frequently employed in a declarative sense, ¢.g., 
NOD to declare unclean,’ PVR“ to declare innocent.” Similarly 
the verb here may be understood as “ declared God to be nabal.’ 
The word 533 denotes the opposite of 2° as is expressly mentioned 
in Isaiah xxxii., 5, ~ The vile person (533) shall be no more called 
liberal,” from which it is obvious that the first term indicates “a 
niggardly person.” We may, therefore, conclude that Moses 
denounced the people because after they had received so many 
proofs of God's providence and had prospered exceedingly, they had 
the effrontery to accuse Him of having been niggardly in His 
treatment of them. 

Verse 16. “ 'The§ roused Him tojealousy.’ As the Decalogue 
emphasised, He is a “jealous God,’ in the sense that He will not 
permit the worship which is due solely to Him to be shared 
with idols. With regard to the ascription to the Deity of such 
emotions as jealousy and provocation, Maimonides remarks: 
“ Whenever any one of His actions is perceived by us, we 
ascribe to God that emotion which is the source of the 
act when performed by ourselves, and call Him by an epithet 
which is formed from the verb expressing that emotion. We see, e.g., 
how well He provides for the life of the embryo of living beings ; how 
He endows with certain faculties both the embryo itself and those 


who have to rear it after birth, in order that it may be protected 


from death and destruction, guarded against all harm, and assisted 
in the performance of all that is required for its development. 
Similar acts, when performed by us, are due to a certain emotion and 
tenderness called merey and pity. God is, therefore, said to be 
merciful. It does not imply that God is influenced by a feeling of 
mercy, but that acts similar to those which a father performs for his 
son out of pity, mercy and real affection, emanate from God solely 
for the benefit of His pious men, and are by no means the result of 
any impression or change produced in God” (Guide L, 54). He goes 
on to apply the same idea to the terms anger, revenge, ete. 

“With abominations.” Rashi explains this as a reference to 
shameful actions; but as Nachmanides points out, the context deals 
only with idolatry. “ Abominations” is a term contemptuously used 
to designate imagese Compare II. Kings xxiii. 18 ; Isatalf xliv:; 19.

Apples. 


Apple and Blackberry Whip. 
Biackberries, § 1b Castor sugar, 2 ozs. 


Cooking apples, lb. Granulated sugar, 4 ozs. 
Whites of two eggs. 


Paess the blackberries through a@ fine sieve to extract the juice. Pat 
this juice in a stewpan; add the apples (peeled, cored and cut into small 
pieces) and the granulated sugar. Stew till tender, then rub through a 
sieve and leave tillcold. Whip the egg whites to a very stiff froth: add 
the castor sugar and mix with the apple purée. Whip for a few minutes 
longer, and heap up in a glass bowl or individual glasses. Serve with 
wafers or sponge biscuits. 


Apple Charlotte. 


Cooking apples, 2 lbs. Half a lemon. 
Breadcrumbs, 4 ozs. Margarine, 1 oz. 
Demerara sugar to taste. 

PSEL, core and cut up the apples. Put in a stewpan with the grated 
rind and juice of the lemon, very little water and sugar to taste ; and stew 
tilltender. When quite soft beat up with a fork. Put a layer in a fire- 
proof dish; add half the breadcrumbs, then the rest of the apples, and 
top with the remaining breadcrumbs. Sprinkle with brown sugar, dot 
with margarine, and bake in a moderate oven for about ha)lf-an-hour. 
Serve in the dish in which it is cooked. 


Apple Sponge. 


Flour, 4 ozs. 


Cooking apples, 1 
Lemon and sugar to taste. Margarine, 4 ozs. 
Two eggs. Castor sugar, 4 ozs. 

PEEL, core and cut up the apples; add sugar to taste. the grated 
rind and juice of half a lemon, and a very little water. Stew till the 
apples are quite soft, then beat up with a fork and turn into a fireproof 
dish. 

Beat up the margarine and sugar to a cream: add the lightly beaten 
eggs alternately with the flour and mix thoroughly. leap up over the 
stewed apple and bake in a moderate oven for about forty minutes, 


Savoury Stuffed Apples. 
Six large cooking apples. Sausages, 6 ozs. 
Chopped onion, 2 teaspoonfuls. Thick brown gravy, } pint. 
Six rounds of toast. 


PEEL the apples whole and carefully remove the core, taking away 
sufhcient to leave a good-sized cavity for the filling. 

Skin the sausages and mix the chopped onion with the sausage meat; 
season if necessary. Carefully fill up each apple with this mixture, 
pressing it down solidly, and allow a little of the mixture above the apple. 
Bake very carefally till the apples are just soft, but not broken. Place 
each on a round of toast and hand the gravy separately.

THE TALMUD FOR ENGLISH READERS. 


Everyman's Talmud, by the Rev. Dr. A. Cohen. (J. M. Dent, 7s. 6d.). 
The Talmud, by Dudley Wright. (Williams & Norgate, /s. 6d.).

The success of the two works under review is largely due to 
the recognition by the authors of the limitations imposed upon them 
by their subject. Neither Dr. Cohen nor Mr. Wright profess to 
tell us what is contained in the Talmud. The aim of Dr. Cohen has 
been to provide a comprehensive summary that would contribute to 
a better understanding of the thoughts and aims, ideals and aspira- 
tions of the great teachers of Israel after the Biblical age; and it 
was in the hope of dispelling some of the ignorance that prevails in 
non-Jewish circles in regard to the Talmud that Mr. Wright's work 
has been written. 

Dr. Cohen's book is one for which many have been eagerly 
waiting. It brilliantly supplies the general reader with the means 
of acquainting himself with the teachings and beliefs of the 
religious guides of the Jews during the critical period that preceded 
and followed the fall of the Temple. After a brief introductory 
survey of the composition of the Talmud and its historical antece- 
dents, the author proceeds to regale readers with selections reflecting 
the doctrines and views of the Talmud on ethics, religion, folklore 
and jurisprudence, arranged neatly and precisely under a variety 
of subjects and headings. Indeed, what will attract readers 
of the book is not only the exeellency of the chapters, but the 
yreat diversity of themes that come up for consideration, touch- 
ing life practically at every point in all its multifarious rela- 
tions and phases—religious, moral, intellectual, physical, social. 
Roth vast labour and erudition, as well as a fine sense of selection 
and discrimination, have gone towards the composition of his book. 
The author has of course made good and extensive use of the rich 
harvest garnered by others, but the presentation is all his own; and 
the reader secking a well-balanced interpretation of. Rabbinic 
thought, wide in scope and reliable in content, will find in Dr. 
Cohen's work expository matter whereby the material collected from 
heterogeneous sources is linked together with much that is illumi- 
nating and instructive. One quotation alone, where much might be 
quoted, may serve as illustration: 

The common appellation of “King '’ as applied to God contains no suggestion 
f remoteness. It is a mistaken idea that underlying the word is the imagery 
of an oriental potentate who holds himself severely aloof from his subjects. 
Kingship with reference to the Deity indicates nothing more than the aspect of 


majesty; and any thought of autocratic seclusion is removed by the frequent 
nidition of Father” to “our King"! 


This is finely said; and this introduces us to an additional 
value of this book. Much abuse has been poured upon the Rabbis 
of the Talmud for their gross anthropomorphisms suggesting that 
they had a very crude conception of the Deity. This erroneous 
notion has been so sedulously fostered by those who, for one reason 
or another, are anxious to see the New Testament “scoring off " at 
the expense of the Talmud that it has become deeply. rooted even 
among those who are free from such bias. A corrective to this 
fallacy is supplied by Dr. Cohen. 

The book, however excellent, is not without its - blemishes. 
It would be too much to expect in the small compass of. the 
Introduction scientific treatment of the literary problems which 
the Talmud presents; but at the same time the author ought 
io have guarded against the temptation of disposing of some 
of the problems in too dogmatic a fashion. Take the question 
of Methodology. The origin of the exegetical method employed 
in the Talmud is difficult to trace, and we are forced back on 
conjectures, tradition, or chance indications. But, in any case, it is 
hardly accurate, nay, somewhat naive, to maintain that it was a 
device invented by the Pharisees whereby they sought to impress 
upon a gullible people—this is what Dr. Cohen's given explanation 
amounts to—that all the oral traditions rejected by the Sadducees 
were already contained in the Torah. The fact that Hillel had intro. 
duced rules of hermeneutics into Palestine from Babylonia which was 
far removed from the scene of the Sadducean controversy, is suflicient 
to dismiss this theory as untenable. That there had been in 
existence methods of exegesis much earlier is another fact which 
the author himself admits in his account of Ezra’s great work. 

The section on Jurisprudence, consisting mainly of an analysis 
of the relevant Mishna material, is the weakest in the book. Apart 
from the inadequacy of annotation which makes the text in 
places practically unintelligible to the non-rabbinic reader, several 
inexactitudes have been allowed to creep in affecting what is called 
~ Peshat.” As instance might be mentioned his interpretation of 
the Mishnah Kethuboth, ii, 9 on p. 327. This criticism is offered in 
no carping spirit but in a deep sense of admiration of a work, the 
first of its kind, which the writer of this notice wishes had been 
free from defect, | 

A work less pretentious in scope and less ambitious in design is 
that of Mr. Wright. It is written by a scholar whom we are glad to 
welcome among the small band of tlhe Chassidé Umot Haolam to 
which belong Strack, Moore and Hevford. His is a work of true 
love and piety; and this will give it an enduring value. The 
general reader will be greatly beholden to him for having spread 
out before him a wealth of information on the literary and historical 
side of the Talmud ; while Jewish readers will be particularly grate- 


ful for the author's admirable and moving survey of the burni

My COUSIN, 


On two important occasions the Synagogue liturgy includes the 
story of the Ten Martyrs slain by Rome—on the Fast of Av and on 
the Fast of Kippur... The number of worshippers on the first-named 
occasion is a dwindling quantity. On Kippur, however, many people 
are afforded an opportunity of pondering the dramatic narrative. 
it has been truly said that the blood of the martyrs is the seed of 
the Church. The stories were doubtté$s included in the liturgy 
from this point of view. 

When it comes to martyrdom, the record of the Jewish people 
stands very high—probably higher than any other. Now there is a 
certain propaganda value in martyrdom stories, and it does not seem 
unreasonable that they should be utilised to the maximum. Tragedy 
moves the human heart. When tragedy is also reality, its effect 
is greater still. It was a sound instinct, therefore, which moved 
someone or other to include martyrdom stories in the day of 
Atonement liturgy. 

There is also another point to consider. Martyrs deserve to be 
remembered; their memory should be kept green. That is the least 
those can do who follow after. Kippur Day had always been utilised 
as @ sort of Jewish All Souls’ Day, when the dead are brought to 
mind, stirring tender and precious memories in even the dullest 
consciousness. 

There is good reason therefore for reciting the story of the Ten 
Martyrs, and it is a thousand pities that more people do not attend 
to the recitation. For it is a moving tale, feelingly told. The story 
is legendary ; the names included in the Ten do not rightly belong 
to the list. But who will quarrel with a bard if his history is 
wrong, provided his poetry is good? In this case the poetry is the 
expression of true Jewish feeling. It may'be a little crude; it is 
certainly unhistorical ; but it possesses a sense of drama, and it is a 
cry of the Jewish soul. 

A summary can hardly reproduce the poignancy of the original. 
Yet it may succeed in conveying the depth of feeling which marks 
the original. 

The Roman tyrant took it into his head to study the Torah. He 
came to the passage which declares that if One steals a man and 
sells him, he shall be put to death. “Aha!” he exclaimed. “ Now 
| have them!” Quickly he sent for the leading teachers in Israel 
and put the poser to the surprised Ten. “If one steals a man and 
sells him, what is the penalty according to your law?" “Death!” 
they replied. “ You have pronounced judgment on yourselves! Did 
not your ancestors sell Joseph? Did they ever suffer the penalty 
for the crime? No! Then you shall suffer in their place!” 

The Ten were aghast. They urged Rabbi Ishmael, the High 
Priest, by pronouncing the Divine Name to ascend into Heaven and 
enquire there the purport of the matter. Rabbi Ishmael purified 
himself, put on Tallit and Tephillin, and after pronouncing the Holy 
Name, was carried by a wind beyond the clouds, where the Angel 
Gabriel met him and confirmed that it was a Divine Decree that the 
Ten should die. “But why should just we have been chosen to 
expiate the sin of the sons of Jacob?” asked the High Priest sadly. 
“ Ah! Ishmael, my son,” replied Gabriel, “since that day the Holy 
One, blessed be He, has never found a single generation which 
contained such good and righteous men as you are. Wherefore, He 
has resolved to make martyrs of you!” 

With a heavy heart Rabbi Ishmael descended to bring the sad 
news to his companions. But as it was God's decree they attuned 
themselves to bear it joyfully. 

The first two to be taken were Rabbi Simon ben Gamliel and 
Rabbi Ishmael, the High Priest. Each begged to be slain first that 
he might not witness the death of his friend. So lots were cast, and 
Rabbi Simon had to go first. When the sword had severed his head 
frdm his body, Rabbi Ishmael held it lovingly in his bosom, what 
time he uttered words of mourning. “ So this is the Torah and this 
its reward!” 

While he was swaying backwards and forwards, pouring out his 
grief for his friend, the tyrant’s daughter saw him through her 
window and was struck by his beauty, which was like that of an 
angel of the Lord of Hosts. Urgently she sent to her father to ask 
him to spare so good-looking aman. But he would not listen, saying, 

“T will grant you any wish but this!" Whereupon she pleaded, 

At least leb me have his shining skin!” Tothis the tyrant agreed, 
ordering Rabbi Ishmael’s skin to be stripped off his body, When 
they came to the place of the Tephillin, he uttered so grievous and 
bitter a cry, that earth and heaven trembled. A second cry from 
the sufferer shook God's Throne itself. Whereupon a Heavenly 
voice was heard: “This is My decree. If I hear another sound | 
will turn the universe to chaos!” Hearing this, Rabbi Ishmael was 
silent. “Dost thou still trust in thy God?” the tyrant mockingly 
asked. “Though He slay me, yet will I trust in Him,” the martyr 
replied, and gave up his soul. 

When Rabbi Akiba heard these tidings he warned his disciples 
to prepare for worse. He was the third victim. They seraped his 
flesh with iron combs, and every time the combs touched his body 
he recited the prayer used at the burial service: “The Rock, His 
work is perfect, for all his ways are just!” 

Three were thus accounted for. The next couple were Rabbi 
Chaninah ben Teradion and Rabbi Judah ben Baba. Of the first it 


is reported that an evil word was never uttered by his mouth. 
When on pain of death Rome forbade the study af the Torah, Rabbi 
Chaninah taught the Torah in secret places. But he was discovered 
and he himself was ordered to be burnt, his wife to be killed and his 
daughter to be sent to a house of ill-fame. He was burnt wrapped 
in Torah scrolls. “ Woe is me!” wept his daughter, “ that I should 
see thee thus!" “Had I been burned alone,” her father replied, “ it 
might have been hard. But seeing that the Torah is burned with 
me, He who will concern Himself for the Torah will do no less for 
me!” When his soul departed from him a Heavenly Voice announced 
that he could be certain of a share in the world to come. 

The turn of Rabbi Judah ben Baba came next. He suffered 
death because, undeterred by the uwkase from Rome, he gave 
instruction to young men and made them disciples in order that the 
Torah might not die out of Israel. 

Rabbi Judah ben Dama followed. It was the eve of Shavuot 
and he begged the tyrant to let him live yet another day in order 
that he might praise his Maker for the gift of the Torah. The 
tyrant expressed surprise that he should have any care for the 
Torah. It was foolish. “ Foolish is your conduct,” cried Rabbi 
Judah, “ who revile the living God.” The tyrant lost his temper 
and ordered Rabbi Judah to be tied to the tail of a horse, to be 
dragged through all the streets of Rome, and then to have his limbs 
separated one by one. Elijah the Prophet, of blessed memory, came 


and collected the limbs and buried them in a cave near the Tiber. ° 


For thirty days afterwards the inhabitants of the city heard a moan- 
ing sound emerging from that cave. They came to the Tyrant in 
consternation. He was adamant. “I will have my will on the 
Jews!” he cried. 

Rabbi Chuzpit, the Translator, came next, an old man who had 
yet one day to run until his hundred and thirtieth year. He pleaded 
with the Tyrant to spare his life for that one day. “ What difference 
can if make to you whether you die to-day or to-morrow?” he asked 
of Rabbi Chuzpit. The old man answered: “ Only that I want to 
serve God but one day more!" The Tyrant replied with mocking 
laughter and ordered his immediate execution. 

After him Rabhi Chaninah ben Chachinai was led forth. It was 
Friday eve, about time to say the Kiddush, and they killed him 
while he was reciting the welcoming-in of the Sabbath. 

The last two were Rabbi Yeshebab, the Scribe, and Rabbi Eliezer 
ben Shamuah. The disciples of the first asked him for a last greet 
ing. “ Love peace and fairness!” he admonished them. The latter 
was killed on the Day of Atonement. Before he died he told his 
disciples that in a vision he saw the great martyrs in heaven, each 
sitting on a golden throne and finding his pleasure in studying 
the Torah. 

So the record ends. The details may not be historical. But the 
story loses none the less in value as demonstrating the old-fashioned 
conception that martyrdom is the highest faithfulness. Faithful 
unto death: that applies to the Ten Martyrs as to all others. The 
story of their suffering is fitting reading for the Day of Atonement.

,omeone or other to include martyrdom stories in the day of 
\tonement liturgy. 

There is also another point to consider. Martyrs deserve to be 
remembered; their memory should be kept green. That is the least 
‘hose can do who follow after. Kippur Day had always been utilised 
as a sort of Jewish All Souls’ Day, when the dead are brought to 
nind, stirring tender and precious memories in even the dullest 
consciousness. 

There is good reason therefore for reciting the story of the Ten 
Martyrs, and if is a thousand pities that more people do not attend 
‘o the recitation. For it is a moving tale, feelingly told. The story 

- legendary ; the names included in the Ten do not rightly belong 
But who will quarrel with a bard if his history is 
wrong, provided his poetry is good? In this case the poetry is the 
expression of true Jewish feeling. It may'be a little crude; it is 
certainly unhistorical; but it possesses a sense of drama, and it is a 
cry of the Jewish soul. 

A summary can hardly reproduce the poignancy of the original. 
Yet it may succeed in conveying the depth of feeling which marks 
the original. 

The Roman tyrant took it into his head to study the Torah. He 
came to the passage which declares that if one steals a man and 
sells him, he shall be put to death. “Aha!” he exclaimed. ~ Now 
{have them!” Quickly he sent for the leading teachers in Israel 
and put the poser to the surprised Ten. “If one steals a man and 
sells him, what is the penalty according to your law?” ~ Death!” 
they replied. “ You have pronounced judgment on yourselves! Did 
not your ancestors sell Joseph? Did they ever suffer the penalty 
for the crime? No! Then you shall suffer in their place!’ 

The Ten were aghast. They urged Rabbi Ishmael, the High 
Priest, by pronouncing the Divine Name to ascend into Heaven and 
enquire there the purport of the matter. Rabbi Ishmael purified 
himself, put on Tallit and Tephillin, and after pronouncing the Holy 
Name, was carried by a wind beyond the clouds, where the Angel 
Gabriel met him and confirmed that it was a Divine Decree that the 
Ten should die. “But why should just we have been chosen to 
expiate the sin of the sons of Jacob?” asked the High Priest sadly. 
“ Ah! Ishmael, my son,” replied Gabriel, “since that day the Holy 
One, blessed be He, has never found a single generation which 
contained such good and righteous men as you are. Wherefore, He 
has resolved to make martyrs of you!” 

With a heavy heart Rabbi Ishmael descended to bring the sad 
news to his companions. But as it was God's decree they attuned 
themselves to bear it joyfully. 

The first two to be taken were Rabbi Simon ben Gamliel and 
Rabbi Ishmael, the High Priest. Each begged to be slain first that 
he might not witness the death of his friend. Se lots were cast, and 
Rabbi Simon had to go first. When the sword had severed his head 
from his body, Rabbi Ishmael held it lovingly in his bosom, what 
time he uttered words of mourning. “ So this is the Torah and this 
its reward!” 

While he was swaying backwards and forwards, pouring out his 
vrief for his friend, the tyrant’s daughter saw him through her 
window and was struck by his beauty, which was like that of an 
angel of the Lord of Hosts. Urgently she sent to her father to ask 
him to spare so good-looking aman. But he would not listen, saying, 
“1 will grant you any wish but this!" Whereupon she pleaded, 
At least let me have his shining skin!” Tothis the tyrant agreed. 
ordering Rabbi Ishmael’s skin to be stripped off his body. When 
they came to the place of the Tephillin, he uttered so grievous and 
bitter a cry, that earth and heaven trembled. A second cry from 
the sufferer shook God's Throne itself. Whereupon a Heavenly 
voice was heard: “This is My decree. If I hear another sound | 
will turn the universe to chaos!” Hearing this, Rabbi Ishmael was 
silent. “Dost thou still trust in thy God?” the tyrant mockingly 
asked. “ Though He slay me, yet will I trust in Him,” the martyr 
replied, and gave up his soul. 

When Rabbi Akiba heard these tidings he warned his disciples 
to prepare for worse. He was the third victim. They scraped his 
flesh with iron combs, and every time the combs touched his body 
he recited the prayer used at the burial service: “The Rock, His 
work is perfect, for all his ways are just!” 

Three were thus accounted for. The next couple were Rabbi 
Chanjnah ben Teradion and Rabbi Judah ben Baba. Of the first it 
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is reported that an evil word was never uttered by his mouth. 
When on pain of death Rome forbade the study of the Torah, Rabbi 
Chaninah taught the Torah in secret places. But he was discovered 
and he himself was ordered to be burnt, his wife to be killed and his 
daughter to be sent to a house of ill-fame. He was burnt wrapped 
in Torah scrolls. “ Woe is me!" wept his daughter, “ that I should 
see thee thus!" “Had I been burned alone,” her father replied, “ it 
might have been hard. But seeing that the Torah is burned with 
me, He who will concern Himself for the Torah will do no less for 
me!” When his soul departed from him a Heavenly Voice announced 
that he could be certain of a share in the world to come. 

The turn of Rabbi Judah ben Baba came next. He suffered 
death because, undeterred by the wukase from Rome, he gave 
instruction to young men and made them disciples in order that the 
Torah might not die out of Israel. 

Rabbi Judah ben Dama followed. It was the eve of Shavuot 
and he begged the tyrant to let him live yet another day in order 
that he might praise his Maker for the gift of the Torah. The 
tvrant expressed surprise that he should have any care for the 
Torah. It was foolish. “ Foolish is your conduct,” cried Rabbi 
Judah, ~ who revile the living God.” The tyrant lost his temper 
and ordered Rabbi Judah to be tied to the tail of a horse, to be 
dragged through all the streets of Rome, and then to have his limbs 
separated one by one. Elijah the Prophet, of blessed memory, came 
and collected the limbs and buried them in a cave near the Tiber. 
For thirty days afterwards the inhabitants of the city heard a moan. 
ing sound emerging from that cave. They came to the Tyrant in 
consternation. He was adamant. “I will have my will on the 
Jews!” he cried. 

Rabbi Chuzpit, the Translator, came next, an old man who had 
vet one day to run until his hundred and thirtieth year. He pleaded 
with the Tyrant to spare his life for that one day. “ What difference 
can it make to you whether you die to-day or to-morrow?” he asked 
of Rabbi Chuzpit. The old man answered: “ Only that I want to 
serve God but one day more!" The Tyrant replied with mocking 
laughter and ordered his immediate execution. 

After him Rabbi Chaninah ben Chachinai was led forth. It was 
Friday eve, about time to say the Kiddush, and they killed him 
while he was reciting the welcoming-in of the Sabbath. 

The last two were Rabbi Yeshebab, the Scribe, and Rabbi Eliezer 
ben Shamuah. The disciples of the first asked him for a last greet 
ing. ~ Love peace and fairness!" he admonished them. The latte 
was killed on the Day of Atonement. Before he died he told his 
disciples that in a vision he saw the great martyrs in heaven, each 
sitting on a golden throne and finding his pleasure in studying 
the Torah. 

So the record ends. The details may not be historical. But the 
story loses none the less in value as demonstrating the old-fashioned 
conception that martyrdom is the highest faithfulness. Faithful 
unto death: that applies to the Ten Martyrs as to all others. The 
story of their suffering is fitting reading for the Day of Atonement.

Clue in an Old Memorial List. 

There is one clue to the solution of the problem. The name of 
Rabbi Aaron ben Moses heads the Memorial List, not only of the 
Gireat Svnavgogue but also of the Hambro’ (tin that of the New 
Synagogue i comes second in order. The name occurs in the 
original Commemoration Book, presented to the Hambro’ Synagogue 


in 1758 by the Hazan, Zevi Hirsch of Kalisch. I am not. however. 


certain that the list is contemporary with the rest of the volume). 


Now, in the early days of their existence, there was fierce rivalry 
hetween the two older congregations. It is not likely that the 
Hambro’ Synagogue would have gone out of its way to offer up 
prayers at regular intervals for the repose of the soul of a distant 
connection of the spiritual head of the sister community who had 
passed his days abroad; especially if one considers that even. the 
name of Rabbi Aaron Hart was deliberately omitted. There is. 
therefore, good reason to believe that.the person whose name occurs 
at the head of both lists flourished in an environment common to 
both——i.e. in England; and, furthermore, at a period anterior to the 
definite schism between the two congregations. We must, there- 
fore, look for “Rabbi Aaron ben Moses” in London and at the 
beginning of the eighteenth century. 

Only one person satisfies these conditions., One of the earliest 
frish Jews known to us by name is acertain Rabbi Aaron ben Moses. 
Born at Novogroden (Novogrudok ?), in Poland, in the first half of 
the seventeenth century, he had made himself a reputation as an 
expert Sopher, or Scribe. In this capacity, he had worked at 
Lemberg under the direction of the famous David ben Samuel ha- 
Levi, author of the “ Ture Zahab,’ who had died in 1667. The 
wandering lot of the Jew cast him up subsequently in Ireland, and 
he was afterwards known as “ Rabbi Aaron the Scribe, of Dublin.” 
In 1706, he was in London, apparently on a visit, and was there 
implicated in the dispute about a Bill of Divorce which reft the 
Ashkenazic community and was responsible for the retirement of 
its spiritual leader, Rabbi Judah Loeb ben Ephraim Anschel. The 
leader of the party of opposition was Aaron Hart. The latter, on the 
withdrawal of his rival, had agreed that he would not accept any 
position in London for at least three years. If Aaron of Dublin was 
ever the official Rabbi of London, it must have been at this period. 
We may perhaps imagine that he was asked to remain behind to 
guide the community in the period of interregnum until Aaron 
Hart's definite appointment, presumably in 1709. However that 
may be, we find him thereafter in London, living in Shoemaker's 
Row, Aldgate, near the site in Broad Court, or Duke's Place, where 
the Synagogue already stood. An acquaintance in Dublin took 
udvantage of his removal to solicit him to arrange a suitable

The Desired Effect. 

It produced the desired effect! From all parts of Russia, reports 
have poured in that the anti-religious campaign is a@ great success: 
it carries everything before it and is victorious on the whole front. 
A special conference of workmen in Odessa passed a resolution that 
no agriculturist should be idle on Rosh Hashanah, but should supply 
the “collectivised market’ with his produce. In Berditscheff, a 
number of vans for the ~ collectivised market" were standing ready 
for the Ist of October. The same was done in many other towns 
and in a number of colonies. | 

Did all go off well? No, there was some hitch in the matter. 
Simultaneously with the optimistic reports, pessimistic ones were 
also received, as in previous years. Thus, in Zaporozhi, in the 
Ukraine, where there are about 20,000 Jews, before the Holy Days only 
one thing interested them—to collect 2,000 roubles to be able to get 
a good Cantor. In Khmelnik, a trade was carried on in Cantors. As 
far away as from Odessa people came to engage Cantors for the Holy 
Days. Insome colonies, arrangements were made for P) ayer Houses. 
In a certain small town, no other than the Jewish Chairman of the 
Soviet is taking part in the matter of engaging a preacher for the 
Holy Days ! 

It seems as though the Srern of Kharkoff and the Octronrer 
of Minsk were right.

Climax. 
And the piquancy of the matter is at the end of the story: At 
the time when the greatest attacks were bemag directed from Moscow 
against the Jewish clergy, it came to the notice of a big Soviet

books at all. Hence the demand could not be supplied. What did 
the Soviet book-shop do? It found an expedient. It ordered the 
necessary prayer-books from a Jewish publishing house in Petro. 
koff, Poland, and sold them to the pious Jews in Moscow. Could 
anything be more grotesque? On the one hand, Atheism; on the 
other, business. And it was a brisk business indeed before the Holy 
Days! 


A new five-year plan for Bureya has been drawn up by a special 
commission of the All-Soviet State Planning Committee, according to 
which 300,000 new settlers are to be brought into Bureya by 1937, of whom 
not less than 50 or 60 per cent. must be Jews. 

M. ‘Pavel Bilik has been appointed Vice-Minister of Railways. 

The Communist organ, the KRASNAYA GAZETA, has revealed an 
astounding case of persecution in Leningrad of a Jew, M. Paikin, by his 
Russian neighbour, M. Bogolepoff. M. Paikin and M. Bogolepoff both 
reside in communal dwellings in Leningrad. For some time M. Bogolepoff 
systematically assaulted and ill-treated M. Paikin in the presence 
ofother residents of the communal dwellings, including a number of 
inembers of the Communist Party. M. Paikin repeatedly appealed to the 
Communists for help and he also lodged complaints to various Communist 
Committees, but they all refused to take any action in the matter. The 
KRASNAYA GAZETA demands that an inquiry should be held. 

A discussion has been begun by the EMEsS, as to whether religion is 
or is not a matter of personal concern only. It has been started by the 
i MESS following a Yiddish paper in Odessa, the ODESSA WORKER, refusing 
to participate in the anti-religious agitation conducted by the EMEss in 
connection with the High Holy Days. The stand taken by the Odessa 
paper is that soon after the 1917 revolution, it was officially announced 
that religion is a matter of personal concern. The EMEss denounces this 
attitude as middle-class epportunism, which corrupts the teachings of 
Marx, Engels and Lenin. 

The well-known Russian writer, M. Sargidszan, has been tried by the 
Executive of the Union of Writers for assaulting the Russian Jewish 
poet, M. Mandelstam and his wife. It transpires that M. Sargidszan is 
net quite free from anti-Semitic prejudices, and on one occasion he 
thrashed M. Mandelstam and his wife in public. The Union of Writers 
has decided to exclude M, Sargidszan from the Union if he commits another 
offence. The VETCHERNAYA MOSKVA in commenting on the case demands 
that M. Sagidszan should be tried by a criminal court, as the sentence 
passed by the Union of Writers is too mild. 

Two Jewish Communists, Aaron Regenbogen and Moses Borschz, have 
been expelled from the Communist Party for being deserters from 
Bureya. Regenbogen was the local Deputy Chief of Transport and 
Borschz was the Party Organiser of the Forestry Work in Bureya. Both 
went to their homes on leave and did not return.

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History. A talented violinist, she was leader of the Melbourne High 
School Orchestra for three successive years.

The Quebec Premier and Anti-Semitism. 


Following the severe criticism by Judge Desaulniers in Court 
of the conduct of the anti-Semitic Goglu Press, in Montreal, which 
is now threatening to publish documents “proving that the Jews 
commit ritual murders,’ the Premier of Quebec has delivered a 
speech in which he took up the suggestion of Judge Desaulniers, 
that the law must be amended in order to enable the Court to 
suppress agitations of the kind conducted by the Goglu Press. The 
Premier declared that it is now necessary for the Quebec Legisla- 
ture to adopt a measure to put an end to the campaign of racial 
hatred pursued by the anti-Semitic organs which is creating unrest 
in the country. ‘The Premier also stated that he personally was 
strongly opposed to the anti-Semitic campaign and that he was sorry 
that the Court was unable to deal with the anti-Semitic organs 
under the present law. 

Deputy Peter Bercovitch has also utilised the declaration of the 
Judge and has reintroduced in Parliament his Bill for the suppres- 
sion of the agitation of the anti-Semitic organs. When his Bill was 
first introduced, the Government and the majority of the House 
believed that there was no necessity for’a new Bill.

Bulgaria. 


Anti-Jewish rioting of a serious nature has occurred at Philippopolis, a 
city which has a Jewish population of 12,000. The local Nazis have 
recently begun to parade in the streets in their uniforms and to molest 
Jewish pedestrians. Not encountering any obstacles in their minor anti- 
Semitic exploits, they proceeded to more serious attacks. One evening 
they slightly injured some Jewish pedestrians and broke the windows in 
a few Jewish houses. Two days later, armed with knives and iron bars, 
they delivered a wholesale attack on Jewish pedestrians, and especially on 
the pupils of the Jewish Secondary School, who defended the Jewish 
streets. ‘Two pupils were seriously wounded, and one Jewish pedestrian, 
M. Abraham Levy, received dangerous wounds from which he is not 
expected to recover. The police have so far made no arrests. The Jewish 
Community of Philippopolis has made an urgent appeal to the local 
authorities to suppress the rioting. An appeal has also been sent by the 
Community to Sofia to urge the Central Government to protect the Jews 
in Philippopolis.

Committee of the Central Union which has been held in Berlin for the 
purpose of receiving reports and considering the situation. The local 
leaders were tnanimous in stating that the Hitlerist wave has everywhere 
reached its crest, and is now visibly subsiding. 

The chief commission 6f the Prussian Parliament has rejected 
a motion, introduced by the Nazi Party, not to include the names 
4 Jewish actors and actresses out of an engagement on the lists 
of the German theatrical employment agencies. The German 
Nationalists voted with the Nazis on this motion. The Centre Party 
lbeputies voted against it, but supported another Nazi motion which 
sought to instruct the directors of all State theatres and orchestras to 
draw up a complete list of Jews employed by them. This motion, too, 
was defeated. At the same time, the West-German Theatrical Arbitration 
(Court, sitting at Frankfurt, has ordered the director of the Gotha State 
Theatre to pay his salary for the entire winter season to a Jewish actor 
whom he had dismissed. The director pleaded that he had no choice in 
the matter, because the Gotha City Council, which has a Nazi majority, 
refuses to allow any Jewish actors or actresses to be employed in the 
‘Theatre. 

No attacks on Jews are reported anywhere this Rosh Hashanah, such 
as occurred last year in Berlin. The police authorities, warned by last 
years expertence, took adequate precautions, stationing strong police 
Juards in the vicinity of all the Berlin Synagogues.

Their conditions to-day, especially in the Ukraine, are the worst 
experiences since the terrible famine years of 1919-20, and it is no 
exaggeration to say that the life-blood of East European Jewry is being 
drained away. The following extract from a recent report received by the 
Federation epitomises the tragedy of the situation : 


“Thousands of Jews are on the verge of starvation. Whole towns. 
with their women, children and aged, are without bread. The resnit is 
that infectious diseases are spreading, particularly typhoid, and are 
carrying death and destruction in their wake.’’ 

It will be realised that, unless prompt measures are taken, the homes 
of the Jewish population will once more be devastated by sheer starvation. 
The cry to-day from the Ukraine and Poland is: “ Give us bread !”’ 

The Federation has made all arrangements with the avthorities in 
Russia for the provision of food and fuel for the sufferers, either through 
soup kitchens where the starving people will receive hot meals. or. where 
there are no kitchens, by means of vouchers entitling the recipient to 
draw food supplies direct from the Government Stores. 

During the year ending September 1932, the Federation remitted a 
sum of £15,500 to the Ukraine in payment of food supplied to the destitute 
Jewish pop olation, and thousands of families were kept alive by this 
ineans. To-day, the emergency is greater than ever, especially as our 
brethren are now facing the riguurs of the Russian winter. 

We have every hope, therefore, that the response to our Appeal this 
New Year will be commensurate with the inagnitude of the suffering we 
are called upon to relieve. Depressing as our own economic conditions 
may be, this can in no way act as an excuse for any member of our Com- 


munity to fail to answer the pitiful p!ea for help coming to us from the 
Ukraine and Poland.

DISTINGUI SH ED SPEAKERS. 


Lord Allenby, Sir Robert Hamilton (until recently Under. 
Secretary, for the Dominions), and Dr. Nahum Sokolow (President 
of the Zionist Organisation) were the speakers at a Memorial 
Meeting, held at the Swedenborg Hall, Hart Street, W.C., on 
Wednesday evening for the late Field-Marshal Lord Plumer, under 
the auspices of the Anglo-Palestine Club. 

Dr. SOKOLOW, who presided, said that in the demise of Lord Plumer 
Zion had lost a friend and well-wisher. He was a wise counsellor; a 
steadfast friend whom men’ knew they could trust; a very human 


companion, and a real Christian, to whom his religion was a living 
reality. 


Lord ALLENBY confined his tribute mainly tothe military side of the 
work of the late Lord. Plamer whom, he said, he knew very well and whom 
he had loved and admired. In every phase of his great and distinguished 
career he had earned the respect of his enemies and the approbation and 
regard of his friends. He did not serve his King and Country for honours, 
but from a sense of duty, and right well he did it. He was wise in 
counsel; direct in action and full of daring. Lord Plumer was also a great 
student, and, as High Commissioner for Palestine, he was a great Adminis- 
trator. He was steadfast, straightforward and honest. 
lost a great soldier, a great citizen and a true friend. 

Sir ROBERT HAMILTON, speaking of Lord Plumer’s success as High 
Commissioner for Palestine, reminded his audience that when he went to 
Palestine to succeed Sir Herbert Samuel, a good many criticisms were 
made of the appointment. I6 was thought by- some that Lord Plumer 
would perhaps be reactionary. But these criticisms were fully 
refuted in the course of the three years that he held the High Com 
missionership. Lord Plumer, during his tenure of office, had put 
through some very important pieces of legislation, such as the Municipal 
Councils Orders. He established the Railway and Harbour Board 
and the Standing Committee of Commerce and Industry, and passed 
régulations for the Jewish Community which defined their position, 
their rights, and powers in a way in which it was thought desirable should 
be done. ‘Those regulations were stillin force to-day. So far as educa- 
tion was concerned, he very clearly recognised the need for improvement 
in the Jewish schools. The Jewish Community in Palestine had been 
asking for greater opportunities of developing the education in their

Revisionist Intransigence. 
DISCIPLINARY MEASURES URGED. 


At a meeting on Monday of the Executive Council of the Zionist 
Federation of Great Britain and Ireland, at which the Rev. J. K. 
Goldbloom presided, the following resolutions, proposed by Mr. Paul 


Goodman, were carried unanimously: 


The Executive Council of the Zionist Federation of Great Britain and 
Treland having considered the situation arising out of the decisions of the 
fifth Conference of the Union of Zionist Revisionists, held in Vienna, are 
of the opinion that the Zionist Revisionists who are members of the Zionist 
Organisation have not complied with the obligations binding on all 
separate Unions of the Zionist Organisation. 

The Executive Council of the Zionist Federation consider that tho 
ratification by the Conference of the Calais Agreement constitutes a 
repudiation by the Revisionist members of the Zionist Organisation of the 
integrity and supremacy of the Zionist Organisation and presents a 
challenge to Zionist discipline as confirmed by the Zionist General Connei! 
at its session in August last; and, further, that the claim made by 
Revisionist members of the Zionist General Council that they are not 
subject to the decisions of the Council except in so far as they themselves 
have voted in favour of such decisions is a flagrant violation of the 
discipline inherent in membership of the Zionist Organisation. 

The Executive Council urges the Zionist Executive to take steps to 
enforce the conditions of Zionist discipline laid down by the General 
Council when the application of the Zionist Revisionists for recognition as 
a separate Union was granted, and declares that the Zionist Federation of 
Great Britain and Ireland will support unreservedly any measures that 
they may find it necessary to take to maintain that.discipline.

Imperial Preference. 
‘ 
PALESTINE LEAGUE FORMED. 
[From our Correspondent.— JERUSALEM. | 

A Palestine League with the aim of coming to a trade agvree- 
ment with the British Commonwealth of Nations, with the ultimate 
object of securing Imperial Preference, is to be established here. A 
committee of five has been appointed to make the preparations. 
The committee includes Dr. Arlosoroff, of the Jewish Agency, Mr. 
Moshe Smilansky, President of the Union of Jewish (pre-war) Farmers 
in Judeaand Samaria, and Dr. A. I. Kastelian-Kasteliansky, formerly 
general manager of Palestine Plantations, Ltd., and now a prominent 
citrus merchant and grower. 

At a preliminary meeting held in Tel-Aviv, Dr. Kasteliansky 
developed a proposal he had made that the “open-door” system of 
imports into Palestine be annulled in order to give the country an 
opportunity of developing more favourable commercial and customs 
policies. 

The High Commissioner has received deputations of Jewish and 
Arab growers and merchants separately, and stated that the whole 
case for Imperial Preference for Palestine is before the Colonial 
Office. The Jewish plea is that the tariff be started from May 15th 
and to expire on November 15th, i.e., that the “exemption” period 
run between the middle of November and the middle of May, during 
which time there is no fear of Palestine competing with South 
African citrus fruits, for which preference has been granted in 
United Kingdom markets. It is expected that this year’s exportable 
crop will be in the neighbourhood of 4,000,000 cases. While the 
effect of a tariff on U.K. imports of Palestine fruit will not be 
disastrous, it will nevertheless prove most inconvenient. 


Modern Conventions v. Ancient Customs. 
THE YEMENITE WHO WANTS TWO WIVES. 


our Correspondent.—Je®RUSALEM }, 


One of the leaders of the Yemenite Jewish Community ag 
‘Tel-Aviv, Mr. Abraham Tabib, has applied to the Chief Rabbinical 
Court of Appeals at Jerusalem seeking to overthrow the decision of 
the Tel-Aviv and Jaffa Rabbinical Court that be was not to take 
another wife or to divorce his present wife withouf, in cither 
case, the latter's consent, which she refused to give. 

As already briefly reported in THe JEWISH CHRONICLE, the man 
had told the Courts that he wished to have a son, which his present 
wife (to whom he had been married twenty-eight years) could not 
uive him for medical reasons. She had already borne ten children 
of whom six had died, leaving four daughters, and the doctors had 
forbidden her to have any more. 

The man had brought a young girl from Aden whom he 
wished to marry; but his wife refused to allow him a divorce or to 
take another spouse. His offer to her had been £20 or £25 as cash 
compensation for the divorce. 

Dr. Bernard Joseph, of Jerusalem, appeared as voluntary 
counsel for the woman when the case was heard before Chief Rabbi 
Jaeob Meir and other Rabbis. He pointed out that it would be 
morally wrong to grant the divorce or give the man a dispensation 
to take another wife, since it would place many other Yemenite 
Jewesses in the same position by creating a precedent. At present, 
their consent was necessary to such a step as Mr. Tabib contem- 


plated; but the grant of one dispensation wou!d infallibly lead to . 


applications for many others. 

In the course of the appeal proceedings, Mr. Tabib is said to 
have shouted: “ What was good enough for Abraham our Father, is 
good enough for me!” 

Judgment has been reserved. Apparently the Jerusalem Rabbis 
are chary of reaching a hasty decision, for its effect will in any case 
prove of considerable interest to world Jewish opinion. It should 
be mentioned that the Yemenites have never accepted the injunction 
of Rabbenu Gershon imposing monogamy upon the Jews. .

The Editor is Mr. M. Doukhan, O.B.E., Advocate, Assistant Director 
of Lands in the Government of Palestine, and author of “ The Land 
Laws of Palestine.” The publication is the first of its kind and 
supplies a comprehensive guide to the Law of Palestine, which has 
been in a continual state of development and growth, particularly 
during the last six vears (1926-1981). 


Land of Israel News Items. 

PEAKE PAsHA, the Commander of the Transjordan Force, has rejected 
the application for the release on bail of the forty Arabs arrested in 
connection with the recent assault on a group of Jewish tourists at 
Es Salt. 


Iw. I.. A. Mayer, of the Palestine Department of Antiquities and 
Lecturer in Moslem Art and Archmology at the Hebrew University. has 
accepted the appointment as first occupant of the new Sassoon David 
Chair of near Eastern Art and Archwology which was established by Sir 
Percival David in memory of the late Sir Sassoon David, his father. 


A COLLECTIVE fine of £200 has been imposed on the Arab village 
near the Jewish colony Nathania, following the uprooting of some six 
hundred trees by Arabs from neighbouring villages, who also killed 
the cows belonging to the colony. Propaganda and incitement against 
the Jews have been active in these villages during the last few weeks. 

THe High Commissioner, General Sir Arthur Wauchope, left Palestine 
on Wednesday to attend the meeting of the Permanent Mandates Com- 
mission of the Leagne of Nations at Geneva. He will be away for about 
a taonth, during which period the Chief Secretary, Mr. M. A. Young, will 
be Acting High Commissioner. 


THE Haifa police are trying to trace the perpetrators of the recent 
attack on Jewish motor vehicles in the vicinity of the city in Arab 
Communist quarters. 


THE Supreme Court has dismissed the appeal against his sentence of 
fifteen vears’ imprisonment, brought on behalf of Rashid Abu Sulman, 
the Arab who was found guilty in June of the murder of Salia Zohar and 
Joharian Stahl. the young Jewish boy and girl, who disappeared after 
leaving Jaffa on a walking tour. ) ¢ 


TWo trials, involving an area of 6,000 dunams of Jewish land in the 
Wadi Havarith area, contested by Arab claimants, have been concluded, 
judgment being entered in favour of the Jewish National Fund. 

AGCORDING to an official statement published in the BAGDAD TIMEs, 
Iraq is to be linked up by telephone with Palestine next year. Work 
begins in November on a telephone trunk line across the desert in 


conjunction with the new pipe-linc’s telephone system via Rutbah to 
Amman. 


THE High Commissioner recently received Rabbi Berlin, the head of 
the Mizrachi movement, and discussed with him the question of Saturday 
rest for the Jewish workers employed in Government works. 

BARON EDMOND DE ROTHSCHILD has given a site in Jerusalem for 
the erection of an Orthodox Jewish school. 

THE recent special Arab National Fand Day collections have proved a 
failure. ‘The total sum collected throughout Palestine only amounted to 
about £500. ‘The Arab leaders organised the collection for the purpose of 
raising a fund to prevent the sale of Arab land to Jews. 

THE Government is again considering the possibility of constructing a 
raalern Harbour at Jaffa, in view of the fact that experts hold that with 
the expansion of trade the Haifa harbour will, in the not distant future, be 
unable to cope with all the shipping in Palestine. 


THE Croker RABBI (Dr. J. H. Hertz) will be one of the speakers at the 
116th Annual Meeting of the International Peace Society to be held in the 
Guildhall, E.C., on Wednesday afternoon next.

LEEDS. 


Board of Shechita. 
(From our Correspondent.) 


_. The position of the Shechita Board has for some considerable 
time given anxiety to the responsible leaders of the Community. 
‘ Quite recently, the “ opposition” body; which had functioned for 
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twenty years as a Shechita Board afiiliated to the Public Burial 
Society, was incorporated with the main Board on the understanding 
that there should forthwith be only one Shechita Board for Leeds. 
To achieve this end, the Chief Rabbi (Dr. J. H. Hertz) paid a visit 
to Leeds during the summer and his endeavours seemed to be 
crowned with success. Unfortunately, soon after Dr. Heriz's 
departure, hopeless chaos again reigned. As a result, Councillor 
Wolfson (Hon. Life President), together with some of his colleagues, 
had no alternative but to retire from their positions. What brought 
about this unfortunate rupture was the fact that the agreement 
which had been drawn up between the Shechita Board and the 
‘ opposition ” Board affiliated to the Public Burial Society, was not 
observed by the latter body and, furthermore, their spiritual leader 
Rabbi Astrinsky) was victimised. 

As a result of these disagreements, the financial position of the 
Shechita Board was reduced to so low an ebb that the wages of the 
Shochetim had to be reduced. Trouble also arose on the part of 
the Jewish Poultry Dealers’ Association, who complained that owing 
to the non-observance of agreements, their position had also been 
seriously prejudiced. A special Emergency Meeting, attended by 
representatives of all the congregations and affiliated organisations, 
was held recently, in order to devise ways and means for creating 
more harmonious relations. Mr. D. I. Sandelson, after giving a 
résume of what had led up to the meeting, said that the Board of 
Shechita was, in his opinion, the most disfiguring feature in the 
life of the local Community, and imperatively called for an immediate 
and entire re-organisation. Mr. Sandelson made an appeal for a 
radical change in the conduct of the affairs of the Board, stating that 
not only the peace but the dignity of the Jewish Community in 
Leeds were at stake. | 

The Chairman of the Board (Mr. I. Walsh) having resigued, Mr. 
Sundelson said that it was imperative for the responsible leaders of 
the Community to step into the breach and take up the question ef 
the Shechita Board with all seriousness. It was an institution that 
was a Vital part of Judaism. It was proposed that Alderman H. 
Morris, J.P., be invited to act as Chairman of the Board. Alderman 
Morris, having acceded to the unanimous invitation, Mr. A. Friedmann 
was elected Vice-Chairman, and Mr. Henry Freedman Treasurer. 
The following were elected to act as an Executive: Messrs. D. I. 
Sandelson, M. Silman, M. Stross, 8. Adler, M. Madeloff, I, Walsh and 
I. Sab. 

Councillor S. Wolfson said that in view of the possibilities of 
the friendly working of the Board under this new constitution, he 
would consent to remain as Life-President. He appealed to all 
those present to do all in their power to make the Leeds Board of 
Shechita a source of ‘strength and religious usefulness to the 
Community. 


Talmud Torah. 


Mr: Maurice Stross presided last week at a meeting of the 
Committee of the Talmud Torah. A vote of condolence was passed 
with Mr. S. Freedman on the death of his wife. The Report of the 
Education Committee stated that the annual examinations were 
now proceeding, and that the previous high standard in the Classes 
was well maintained. The Chairman, in presenting the Report of 
the Boots and Clothing Committee, thanked those who had pre- 
sented cloth and those who had made the suits free of cost. The 
valuable work of Mr. Sydney Morris, who had charge of that branch 
of the Talmud Torah’s activities, deserved the highest praise. 
Owing to the depression, there had been many more applicants for 
clothes and boots, and nearly 200 boys and girls had been supplied 
with clothing. Mr. M. Nathan reported that a concert in aid of the 
funds of the Talmud Torah had been arranged to be held at the 
Empire Theatre on Sunday, the 30th inst. The construction of the 
playground at the Institution had now been completed. The Chair- 
inan thanked Mr. D. Williams for his assistance and advice in that 
connection, 


Jews and Gentiles. 


Apropos the address delivered by the Rey. Dr. J. Abelson to the 
Salem Brotherhood (reported in our last issue) we reprint the 
following extract from a leaderette in the LeEps MERCURY: 


We reported on Monday a statement on the relations of Jew and Gentile by 
the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson. We were bound to report the views of so distinguished 
« leader, and hoped the effect would be a better recognition of the virtues of the 
Jewish Community. Since then we have received a large number of letters on 
this subject. For the most part they reveal a very sore feeling, and in con- 
sidering whether to publish them we have had to ask ourselves: Would 
publicity for these views help to make this problem—for it ts a problem—- 
less difficult? Only one answer is possible. Jews and Gentiles will not 
live together on better terms, if they are continually to attack each other's flaws 
of character. We think it best not to print letters that would raise the heat of 
controversy without, in our opinion, throwing any more light upon the realities 
of the situation. We have no desire to let Leeds be (in Dr. Abelson’s phrase) an 
arena of division. A season may come for the open discussion of raciai and 
religious differences in Leeds, but we fear such discussion at present rouses 
more anger and prejudice than true understanding. The great Community that 
is now celebrating its New Year will wear down hostile prejudice not by 
eloquence but by its actions, 


The Men's Lodge of the B'nai B'rith held its monthly meeting at the 
Town Hall. Mr. H. Freedman presided. Bro. A. M. Hurwitz reported 
on the progress of the Jews’ College Bursary Sub-Committee. Bro. 
Alderman H. Morris reported that the local Education Authorities had 
granted the Talmud Torah the use of a room in Potternewton Lane Council 
School as a local for the Meanwood Estate Hebrew Classes. Bro. A. V. 
Gould appealed for support on behalf of the Discharged Prisoners’ Aid 
Fund. Mr. 8. Y. Jacobi (of London) addressed the members of the com- 
bined Men's and Women's Lodges on “The Conditions of Jewry in 
Eastern Europe.” He made an urgent appeal on behalf of the “* Ort-Oze.”’ 

Mrs. Leah Frieze, who celebrates her eighty-first birthday on Yom 
Kippur, has presented silver ornaments for her own Sefer Torah in the 
New Synagogue of the United Hebrew Congregation. 

In the course of a letter to the local press, Sir Ben. Turner paid a 
tribute to the Jewish people. He wrote: “ Although lam a Yorkshireman, 
[am an internationalist, and years and years ago my sympathy went out 
to the Jews when I read about the brutal treatment ineted out to them 
under the Tsar, or when I read about the Russian and Polish pogroms, 
and just as it is my nature to stand up for the oppressed and depressed, so 
I want to say a good word now for the Jews. They stand by their religion 
equally with the Yorkshire Nonconformist, and they are generous with 
their purses in their own charities.” 

A meeting of the Ladies’ Committee of the Herzl-Moser Hospital was 
held on the 27th ult. Mrs. H. Freedman, who presided, referred with 
dleep regret to the passing away ofa very valuable momber of the Com- 
mittee, Mrs. Sam. Freedman, who had in the past done splendid work on 
behalf of the Hospital. A vote of condolence was accorded to Mr. 
Freedman, 

Rabbi Dr. Samuel Daiches, who is spending thé High Festivals in 
Leeds with his father, Rabbi I. H. Daiches, preached on the first day of 
Rosh Hashanah, in the afternoon, at the Beth Hamedrash Hagodol, on 
‘* The meaning of the chief prayers of Rosh Hashanah.’’ In the course of 
his sermon Dr. Daiches referred to the New Year number of THE JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, and said that it contained articles surveying the position of 
Jewry which every English Jew should read.

Music and Drama. 


COHEN AND SON (Regent). 
This Geyer comedy is, 1 helieve, the first dvamat ic work by the Rev. 
Dr. Izak Goller te ve professionally presented in Londan. Regarding Dr. 
Goller therefore as a “new” dramatist, and jadgimg hin from this play, 
there can be no doubt but that he has exceptional ability, oor that 
precious instinct for dramatic expression which, w ith rar ates and 
theatrical experience, should make him brilhant play it. ohen 
and Son” is founded on the author's novel, The Five Books of Mr. 
Moses,’ and to its foundation may be attributed —- of its faults, 
although in the transference from page to stage—a process beset with pit- 
falla—Dr. Goller has, in my opinion, passed with much credit a severe test 
for the dramatist. The novel.allowed him to work out the central stary of the 
struggle between two antagonistic attitudes to life with much subtlety and 
with full-blooded characterisation. Compression and adaptation have 
tended to smother the fine thread of the plot m the grosser elements of 
atmosphere. Characters lifted from the hook have left their individuality 
between the covers and emerged as types-—truly-drawn types, cleverly 
observed, shrewdly sketched in bold limes, brit nevertheless types. Che 
“ sreener” grown rich, the idealistic VW lamed embittered and Zionistically 
intense, the fanatically ascetic Catholic prest, the sensitive brilliant boy, 
the doting querulous mother in the “ Five Books they dived ; in “Cohen 
and Son” they represent. 

The tendency towards the melodramatic in everyday life, Which 
provides such fine opportunities for the humorist W hen writing of Jews 
from Eastern Europe, is used with great skill by Dr. Goller to Kain langhs. 
Rich humour, easy. natural, with all the air of spontaneity, 1s not the 
least excellence of this play. The picture of a certam kind of Jewiah life 
is nakedly true, just as true as are the bitter comments on the treatment 
of Anglo-Jewish ministers by Hon. Officers of thew Synagogues. The 
dialogue is in most parts delightfully, Jewishiy natural, But the author 
should learn from this work the necessity of clarifying the main line of 
dramatic progression. There ave key sentences in conversation which 
must not be set in a background so misty as to blur the outline. ‘This is 
especially necessary as Dr. Goller’s theme is one demanding intelligence 
to grasp. He presents from two different angles, in the Catholic priest 
and in the Hebrew master, a study in unconscious selfishness, a selfishwees 
the more dangerous because it is expressed in religious idealism Avhich 
seems to the characters concerned to justify the relentless sacrifice*of two 
young people’s happiness. It is a good theme and, 1 repeat, a little 
chiselling here amd there, a little of that maturity apd sanity in the 
author which would give him strength and courage to murder ‘some of Irs 
literary darlings with the dramatists’ weapon of salvation, the bhue pencil, 
would make this a first-class comedy and a very enjoyable entertainment 

both of which it very nearly is. 

The outspokenness is refreshing, becanse when Dr. Goller puts steong 
words into his characters’ mouths, it is no mere attempt to tickle the 
groundlings, but sincere realism, and a justifiable contribution to atmos 
phere. The production was very good indeed as was also the genera! 
level of acting. Victor Lewisohn gave a superb version of the Hebrew 
master, and Alexander Sarner trimmphed ima very beavy part, achieving 
enormous success with the humenr which, 1 repeat, is rich, warm and 
realistic fen. Selana Vaz Dias could haye cone better with more light 
and shade and much more restraint. In the Shiva scene she tore a passion 
to tatters and reduced words which might have sounded pathetic te an 
outburst of exaggerated grief that made one feel a little ashamed and 
disgusted. Leonard Sachs as the young son was foiled in his gallant 
attempt by the lack of clarity to which I have alluded, though his acting 
was none the less impressive; and Rene Gill played well as the 
“adopted daughter. W. Earle Grey made a terrifyingly austere Catholic 
priest, driven into self-torture by an exaggerated sense of sin. 

The termination of the theatre lease preven s the continuation of 
performances at the Regent, after to-morrow. And this prompts me to 
urge What a growing number of people has been asking for during the past 
years. Oould not some small West End Theatre be secured where a 
season Of Jewish plays in English could be presented in an intimate atmos. 
phere impossible in a big house like the Regent. and with seats at popular 
prices? The project properly handled, that is to say with first-class 
production, first-class acting, and a judicious selection of pieces, would I am 
sure, be a great success, and Dr. Goller’s really brilliant comedy could be 
shown to the many who cannot get te see it in a single week. From 
the Community's point of view such a scheme would be invaluable in 
educating non-Jews in what Jews and Jewry really are, a real move 
towards that better understanding which even in liberal-minded England 
is still a crying need. Providing the thing were well done support would 
not be lacking from that important section of theatre-goers, London Jewry. 
And if the right plays and the right prices were secuved, the pence of the 
intelligent would form a sturdy foundation for the soundness of the scheme. 


THE MERRY WIDOW (Hippodrome). 

To the post-War generation there is a strangely different ring about 
the outstanding musical comedy snecesses which were written In the day s 
of old Europe. The lightness, the gaiety was more genuine and direct. 
ven the impossible plots were not the kind of “ hilavity im a bair shirt.”’ 
which seems to describe this kind of stuff produced during the past four. 
teen years. The uwusie of Lehar emphasises this fact. ‘Do listen to hi- 
melodies with their infectious merriment and sentimentality Is to dream 
we are back in times when the brokers werent in. Carl Brisson makes a 
very dashing and debonair Prince, and Helen Gitiland sings beautifull. 
especially in the higher register, as-Sonia. Mor mneical phrasing not 
always felicitous, but she has a quiet appealing charm and makes up 
in freshness for a less pronounced personality. Derek Ol@hani’s voice is 
adinirably employed and his technique ts clearly of the concert-hall rather 
than the average musical comedy standard. ‘George Graves is in great 
form, ruining the dignity of his fellow-players with his spontaneous out- 
bursts of humour, and Jay Laurier in the part made famous-by W. H. 
Berry, moulds his comicality to fit in well with the irrepressible Popoft. 
Chere is inserted in this revival a fascinating and furious dance by Carl 
and Tilly Brisson, the sort of refined apache affair that. so perfectly done, 
is a joy to behold. Costumes and scenery are very pleasing and the 
orchestra, when it has settled down lore to corporate performance, 


should do much better than it did on the first night. Even then individual 
competence was obvious. | 


JUSTICE (Garrick). 

In many ways, this és the most moving of Galsworthy'’s plays, 
largely because, even more poignantly than im ‘‘ The Silver Box” the 
characters, victimised by tragedy, are so pathetically unfit to bear their 
nusery and so utterly uncompensated. For once, I feel with this 
play, the great author has been carried away with the pathos of 
his own creation. Phere is & Visible ten¢ %, & gentle sympathy in 
place of his usual Olympian pity. We see this spreading over all his 
characters, leading him to paint with unusual warmth the kindliness of 
the old dry-as-dust Managing Clerk in the solicitor’s office—and how 
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beautifully Lawrence Hanray responds. He invests the character of 
Cokeson with Dickensian humanity, intensified by the restraint 
and realism of Galsworthy. We see this same influence at work on the 
generous hearted young junior partner, on the Governor of the prison, even 
on tho office boy. In the second act, the trial scene, the writer's strict 
accuracy forms something of a stumbling block to effectiveness. True to 
life he has written the cloquent speeches of the counsel for the 
defence as typical advocacy, and Gyles Isham followed this line 
with greater sincerity to actuality than to the circumstances of the 
plot. As a study of the difference between facts as they happen, with all 
the colour of emotion and atmosphere, and facts as presented in the 
analytical black and white of the Law Courts, this scene is masterly—but 
its very truth brings about a sagging in the emotional progress of the 
play. Leon M. Lion's excellent portrayal of Mr. Justice Flovd was 
a genuine legal cold douche on the story of William Falden 
and Ruth Honeywell. One rarely sees such perfect acting as Colin Clive’s 
version of the wretched Falden. It is one of those performances that are 
never forgotten. Margaretta Scott as Ruth was wisely cast and she 
cleverly conveyed the limitations of mind and depth of feeling which 
characterise the part. The rest of the cast all acted extremely well. 
No person to whom the drama is of interest can afford not to see this 
perfect example of one of the theatres most noble fanctions— the criticism 
of human nature and of human institutions. G. J: 


DIZZY (Westminster). 

Bearing in mind Anmer Hall's remarkable record of good plays well 
produced, one went to Buckingham Palace Gate with high hopes, but only 
to have them dashed. It is a small list of dramatists that bas succeeded 
in putting a great man on the stage without diminishing his greatness, and 
Thomas Pellatt is evidently not among them. This is a dothestic comedy 
and, to one's disappointment, it does not deal with Disraeli as an Empire- 
builder or as a Party-builder: in fact, it may almost be said that it 
does not deal with Disraeli at all. It is a “Grumpy” play and 
might be about any reasonably intelligent old man. Theve isa nephew who 
is in the clutches of a Frenchwoman who even [ could see was an “‘adven- 
turess ”; she had an uncle who wasn't her uncle and he was trying to sell 
an invention that wasn't an invention. However it took the great intelli- 
genes of Lord Beaconsfield three acts to expose her. Then, with the 
approval of Gladstone, he interfered with the judiciary and polluted its 
pure fount to save the girl, a precedent that should have been set before 
Mr. MacDonald in 1924. The play, too slowly produced by Nicholas 
Hannen, depended cntirely upon the acting of Ernest Milton in the 
title-part, a part that was full of theatrical opportanities and studded 
with unwieldy speeches. Mr. Milton trod a league of primrose paths 
without dalliance and emerged at the end of the piece with honour. 
In a dramatically unnecessary prologue, we see the ill-mannered 
popinjay of thirty-two, and here Mr. Milton overacted. It may have been 
nervousness, however; that turned his light comedy into burlesque ; he 
delivered a short attack on factory-horrors with simple sincerity. In the 
play proper, Dizzy is seventy-four, relegated to the House of Lords by 
ill-health, but still Prime Minister, and Mr. Milton's performance was 
such that we seldom realised the poverty of the play when he was on the 
stage. It was a carefully considered and beautifully restrained piece of 
acting and though the anthorhad tended to sentimentalise the mantowhom 
(it is said), Woman was a toy, man a machine,” Mr. Milton snuceceded 


in counteracting this tendency whenever possible. On a small point. 


of accuracy, Disraeli when accused of cross-cxamining someone, should 
not bo mate to say “* This is the first time I have tried to be a barrister,” 
for he was entered at Lincoln's Inn in 1824. Gillian Scaife gave a polished 
performance as “the third woman” in Disraeli’s life, somewhat unaccount- 
ably transmogrified from Mrs. Brydges Willyams, who had died fifteen 
years before, into Caroline, Lady Creech. Two other pieces of acting call 
for specia! commendation, though each lasted for a few minutes only-—- 
Boris Ranevsky as the Ru‘sian Ambassador avd Eugene Leahy as Mr. 
Gladstone. Mr. Leahy knew exactly what the play demanded of him and 
gave it to us with diserct on. x .G.S8. 

The Playwrights’ Clab, which is producing “The Cup of Trembling,” 
by Grace Carlton, at the Rudolf Steiner Hall, Upper Baker Street, are 
presenting this play which deals with Nehemiah’s rebuilding of the Walls 
of Jerusalem, on Monday, the 31st inst... and Tuesday, November Ist, and 
not on the days previously announced.

Something new in Yiddish theatre is being inaugurated at the Pavilion, 
Whitechapel, next week, when Mr. Jacob Cone is commencing a season of 
better Yiddish plays, featuring that famous actress from the Arts Theatre, 
New York, Celia Adier. The company will ran ona co-operative basis, 
and it is their intention to raise Yiddish productions from the antiquated 
rot in which, in so many places, they have remained as regards acting 
and staging. A particularly interesting feature of the company's pro- 
gramme is that one evening a week, probably Mondays, they will give a 
play for the intelligent, cither an original Yiddish work, or a translation 
of one of the world's classical dramas. 

MUSIC. 
A Liberal Education. 

The performance of Bach's ** D'e Kunst der Fuge” by the London 
Symphony Orchestra at the Queen's Hall on Monday evening was nothing 
less than a liberal education. Whether Bach would have approved of his 
great work being orchestrated at all is of no importance to the present-day 
world of music audiences; to them, what is of importance is that Graeser’s 
orchestration cnables a work which otherwise would be played only by 
the erudite for the elite. to be heard and appreciated by a much larger 
audience, and co Bach's prime intention, to elucidate the art of fugal 
writing, is given a much wider scope. There can hardly have been one 
person in Queen's Hall whose understanding of the fugue as a musical 
form was not broadened and deepened, and that without great effort. 
It was ‘‘ music without tears.’’ Graeser’s orchestration does not do more 
than bring the musical parts into effective apposition and contrast, and 
differentiate tonally as well as by note. One dramatic emphasis he did allow 
himself, and the effect of the instruments breaking off one by one at the 
very height of the climax in the last ** Contrapunctus "’ was tremendous, 
and. artistically, fully justified. Hans Weisbach obtained a perfect, a 
lovely performance from the orchestra ; and W. H. Reed, Gordon Walker, 
Rudolph Dolmetseh, Harold Darke and the other soloists, and the orchestra 
as an ensemble also, have all to be congratulated. Above all else, the 
L.8.0. has to be heartily thanked for its enterprise, and one hopes that 
the fairly full hall was their ample justification. 


A Rush of Recitals. 

Recitals have begun with a rush this week. On Tuesday evening a 
young group—the Grinke trio— played three trios at the Wigmore Hall, 
demonstrating considerable vitality in playing the Brahins opus 87. Tn 
Ravel’s A Minor trio they were not so successful, the very qualities which 
made for good work in the Brahms being the cause of their undoing in the 
slighter and more fantastic Ravel. Too much of the French composer's 
composition is.“ cliché music,” which depends on “ effects” for its appeal. 
The Grinke trio is a little unbalanced at present; the ‘cellist needs to 


develop a stronger tone, Or the pianist and violinist to moderate theirs a 
little. Nor were they particularly outstanding as individual performers. 
But the refreshing strength and determination of their playing atoned 
for much, On the same evening the Faculty of Arts Music section gave 
their first concert in the Faculty of Arts Hall, the artists being Temianka, 
Reginald Paul, Bruce Anderson and Mirian Duncan. Alas! that dates 
will clash, for Temianka, although little known in England whose 
adopted son he is, is one of the outstanding younger violinists of tha 
day. On Wednesday evening, the “ New English Singers,” with Dorothy 
Silk as leading soprano, gave a recital of Madrigals, Motets and Folk 
Songs aft Queen's Hall-—an excellent programme for the lovers of old 
English song. These have been generously catered for this week, for on 
Monday evenir g John Goss returned to his first (and best) love with a 
programme of ballads, folk songs and sea shantics at the Wigmore Hall, 
with the London Singers to assist him. H.C.S, 

The Wednesday Symphony Concerts which the B.B.C. are running 
almost uninterruptedly from October 19th to March 29th, include a 
number of unusual works, in addition to the regular items in programme. 
building. There is to be a revival of * Belshazzar’s Feast,” by William 
Walton, on November 2nd. On February Ist, a first performance of a 
new work by Vaughan Williams —a Concerto for Piano and Orchestra -is 
promised. February 8th will see the first performance in England of 
Schonberg’s * Variations for Orchestra,” and March 8th a concert perform. 
ance of Berg's three fragments from “ Wozzeck.” Hindemith’s “ Das 
Unaufhorliche "’ is to be given a first English performance on March 22nd. 
Three concerts are to be given in honour of Elgar on 80th November, 
andi 7th and Il4th December. Adrian Boult is to be conductor on 
most occasons ; but Sir Henry Wood, Ernest Ansermet, Sir Edward 
Ligar, Sir Landon Ronald and Arnold Schénberg will also conduct wholo 
evenings or single items. The soloists include Elman, Myra Hess, Harold 
Samuel, Elisabeth Schumann, Casals, Albert Sammons, Huberman, 
Harriet Cohen, Elena Gerliardt, Schnabel, Lamond, Adolf Busch, Cortot, 
and Backhans, 

The programme of concerts of the Royal Philharmonic Society which 
begin to-day, promises some interesting music during the season. Sir 
Thomas Beecham is to be condnetor at most performances, Nicolai Malko 
having one Russian night and Pizzetti conducting one work of his own. 
The ** novelties '’ include a first performance of Szymanowski's concerto, 
mul if all goes well, Sibelius’ Eighth ‘Svmphony as well as a Rond» 
Veneziano by Pizzetti. Myra Hess, Horowitz, Smeterlin, Jelly d’Aranyi, 
Cassado, Albert Sammons and Lionel Tertis are to be the soloists,.

T is rather amazing that with the passing 
of the years and with the many imflu- 
ences that tend to weaken Jewish 
allegiance, there seems to be no slacken. 

ing of the hold which the Day of Atonement 

has upon the House of Israel. The Synagogues 

are still thronged and the Fast is still observed. 

No other religious community has such a day 

of continuous prayer and fasting. The obsery- 

unce still retains its vitality among Jews. 
THe Fast. 

While the complete abstention from foodand 
drink is a characteristic feature of the day, 
the Fast in itself has but minor significance. 
It is but a means to an end; and the conven- 
tional greeting “I wish you well over the Fast” 
strikes a jarring note. The only real way in 
which we can get “ well over the Fast” ts if 
the Day achieves its spiritual purpose and we 
come away from the Day's observance morally 


und mentally uplifted. By purposefully 
weakening our bodies, we seek to put an edge 


onour spiritual perceptions, to render our souls 
more readily receptive of a spiritual message. 
A MBmSSAGE. 

Throughout the year, we are plunged in 
material preoccupations, and it is seldom that 
we are able completely to attune our souls to 
higher influences from which the throbbing, 
hustling world around us is excluded. ‘This 
Day of fasting and prayer is designed to give 
us such an opportunity, and if we use it 
aright it may bring us lasting benefit. We 
have been told by scientists that the glass 
ordinarily used in our windows does not 
admit some of the most beneficial rays that 
flow tous from the sun. If I may apply the 
simile, on the Day of Atonement we glaze our 
spiritual windows with “ vita-glass™ so that 
the healthful rays from the Unseen World may 
reach our souls. Let us see to if that even 
this glass is properly clean so that none of 
the inessuge is lost. Many worshippers lose 
the full benefit of the Day by still dwelling 
upon material things, by introducing even into 
the solemn Service the gossip and trivialities 
of their mundane lives, and thereby they are 
unable to reach the spiritual heights and gain 
the lofty vision which Kippur would bring to 
us. Let us try to avoid such distractions and 
we shall be all the betterforit. If we find we 
are unable for so long a time to concentrate 
upon the prayers, then a good Jewish book, or 
the Bible, will give us relaxation. It is better 
even to go out for a little walk than to disturb 
other worshippers. | 

AT THE END OF THE Day. 

One very undesirable feature has crept mto 
the Anglo-Jewish observance of Kippur Day. 
I refer to the custom in some quarters to hold 
dances and other frivolous functions after the 
Fast has ended. THr J&wish CHRONICLE has 
always set its face against such a custom, 
which unnecessarily spoils the fine features of 
the Day. Surely our young people can spend 
the evening quietly without feeling the neces-
